R.N. BOSLEY 

Dr. Bosley is an Associate Professor of 
Philosophy; he has been on staff at the 
University since 1963. After obtaining his BA 
(Honors) in Classical Greek at the University 
of Utah, he continued his studies at the 
University of California at Berkeley, 

obtaining an MA in Philosophy. Dr. Bosley 
studied Arabic and Arabic Philosophy at the 
University of Tunis and at the Middle East 
Institute-at the University of Utah. He later 
was awarded a PhD by the University of 
Gottingen. 


J. CHAMBERS 
Dr. Chambers, Professor and Acting Chairman 
of the Department of Educational Psychology, 
was first appointed to the University staff in 
1967. She was instrumental in establishing the 
department’s Special Education program and, 
in conjunction with that program, in 
maintaining liaison with the Department of 
Elementary Education to organize practice 
teaching in Special Education. In addition 
to carrying out her teaching duties and 
developing new courses and programs, Dr. 
Chambers has served on committees throughout 
the University: General Faculties Council, 
Senate, Interdisciplinary Committee on Family 
Study, Faculty Club House Committee, Faculty 
of Graduate Studies and Research Council, and 
the Chairmen’s Committee, to name only a few. 
She holds a Teacher’s Diploma from 
MacDonald College, a BA (Honors) in French 
from McGill University, and an MA and PhD 
(cum laude) from Université de Montréal. 


R.S. FRASER 

Dr. Fraser, Professor and former Chairman 
of the Department of Medicine, has been on 
sabbatical leave in Glasgow this year to 

study computer interpretation of electro- 
cardiograms. He will be returning as 
Professor of Medicine this fall. He holds three 
degrees from this University: a BSc, MD, 

and MSc. His first appointment to the staff 
was as a Lecturer in Clinical Medicine in

J.P. MEEKISON 


Dr. Meekison, Professor and former Chairman 


of the Department of Political Science, has 
been on staff since 1967. He currently is on 
partial leave to serve as Director of Research 
and Planning for the Alberta Department of 
Federal and Intergovernmental Affairs. 

Dr. Meekison has had extensive adminis- 
trative and committee experience at the 
University. In the Faculty of Arts he has 
been a member of the Election Procedures 
Committee and the Canadian Studies 
Committee. He served as Chairman of the 
General Faculties Council ad hoc Committee 
on Priorities and the Budget, and of Council’s 
Library Committee. He has been a member of 
Council’s ad hoc Committee on Interdisciplinary 
Studies, and for three years he was a member 
of the University Planning Committee: He was 
Associate Dean of the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies and Research from 1971 to 1972 and 
Chairman of Political Science from 1972 until 
he began his partial leave last year. 

In addition to his University activities, Dr. 
Meekison has served as an advisor to the 
Government of Alberta on constitutional 
reform and has been on the Board of Directors 
of the Canadian Political Science Association. 

He holds a Bachelor of Applied Science 
degree and a BA from the University of British 
Columbia, an MA from the University of 
Western Ontario, and a PhD from Duke 
University. 


R.E, PETER 

Dr. Peter obtained his BSc in Zoology in 
1965 from what was then the Calgary branch 
of The University of Alberta. In 1969 he was 
awarded a PhD in Zoology by the University 
of Washington. The following year he was a 
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Postdoctoral Fellow in the Department of 
Pharmacology at the University of Bristol in 
England. 

Dr. Peter joined the staff here in 1971 as 
Assistant Professor; he was appointed 
Associate Professor last July. In addition to 
his teaching duties, he is conducting research 
into the physiology of fishes, particularly the 
control of the brain of such functions as 
reproduction and osmoregulation. 


P.R. SMY 

Dr. Smy is a Professor in the Department of 
Electrical Engineering. Prior to joining the 
department in 1966 he had been head of a 
research group in the electrical industry and 
an Assistant Professor of Physics at the 
University of British Columbia. An expert 

on plasma technology, Dr. Smy has published 
more than 60 papers on that subject and has 
served as Chairman of the Plasma Division 
of the Canadian Association of Physicists. He 
also has been a member of various National 
Research Council committees. He is a member 
of General Faculties Council and the 

Council Executive Committee. 


M.E. SPENCER 

Dr. Spencer has been a Professor in the 
Department of Plant Science since 1964; she 
has been on staff here since 1953. Prior to 
that, she was an Instructor at the University 
of California at Berkeley. She holds a BA 
(with high honors) from the University of 
Saskatchewan, a Master’s degree in Chemistry 
from Bryn Mawr College in the United 
States, and a PhD in Agricultural Chemistry 
from Berkeley. 

She is a Fellow of the Chemical Institute 
of Canada and of the Royal Society for the 
Encouragement of Arts, Manufacturers and 
Commerce. She is serving a second three-year 
term on the National Research Council of 
Canada. Dr. Spencer also belongs to a number 
of professional societies. Her University 
committee work has included: General 
Faculties Council Library Committee and 
Committee for Revision of Regulations for 
Appointments, Promotions and Tenure; 
Faculty of Graduate Studies and Research 
Scholarship Committee; various committees 
for appointment of department chairmen; 
and numerous departmental committees. 


DENNIS SHUTE 1911-1975 


Dennis Shute, former Director of the southern 
branch of the Provincial Laboratory of Public 
Health in Calgary, died March 22, 1975 in 
Brisbane, Australia. Dr. Shute received his MB 
and ChB at the University of Manchester 

in 1935, and received a Diploma in Tropical 
Medicine in 1941 and an MD degree in 1946. 


He served with the Royal Navy from 1935 to 
1946, and spent a number of years in the 

Far East. After serving for three years as 
pathologist to a number of hospitals in 
Liverpool, Dr. Shute joined the staff of The 
University of Alberta. In January 1950 he 
became director of the new Calgary branch of 
the Provincial Laboratory, and remained 

there until 1973, when he retired because of ill 
health. J.M.S. Dixon, Director of the Provincial 
Laboratory in Edmonton, noted that during 
the period of Dr. Shute’s direction, “the 
workload of the laboratory increased ten-fold, 
despite serious limitations of space, and a 
valuable diagnostic and public health service 
in bacteriology and pathology was established 
for the medical profession and health 
authorities in southern Alberta.” 


THE PEARL TURNER 
MEMORIAL FUND 


A memorial trust fund to honor Pearl Turner 
has been initiated by the Edmonton Branch of 
OMEP Canada (The Canadian Committee on 
Early Childhood). The fund is to be used to 
establish an award for a student of early 
childhood education at The University of 
Alberta who has shown exceptional ability in 
this field. 

Mrs. Turner died April 19, 1974. She was 
completing work on her PhD in early childhood 
education, having worked not only as a 
primary school teacher and operator of a 
private kindergarten, but as a lecturer in 
university and college extension courses and in 
workshops in early childhood education. She 
was active in the Early Childhood Council of 
the Alberta Teachers’ Association and at one 
time served on the provincial executive of the 
Early Childhood Education Council. 

The Memorial Fund Committee would 
welcome contributions from teachers or groups 
who are interested in encouraging students in 
early childhood education.

FIELD TRIP FOR GEOLOGICAL 

SURVEY 

The Department of Extension is sponsoring the 
second in a series of four local geological field 
trips May 10, It will cover the south-east and 
east parts of Edmonton and surrounding 
territory.

Some 
recent geologic processes and their effects on 
construction activities within the city will also 
be noted. The field trip will be of interest to 
teachers, civil engineers, and architects who 
find themselves concerned with land movement 
problems.
